Parking 

scheme 

Hawed’ 


RESIDENTS say a consultation 
document concerning Ely’s 
proposed car parking charges is 
“flawed”. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
and the City of Ely Council launched their 
12-week public consultation about Ely’s 
proposed car parking charges last month. 

But people are calling for the consultation 
questionnaire to be scrapped, claiming it is 
“flawed” and “biased”. 

Those filling out the questionnaire say the 
document’s questions and answers are 
worded so that nobody says they are actually 
opposed to the introduction of parking 
charges in the city. 

Ray Rolt, of Meadow Way, Mepal, said: “If 
this is not a biased questionnaire, then I don't 
know what is. Firstly, you do not seem to be a 
‘resident’ if you live over five miles from Ely. 

“Secondly, there are no questions asking if 
you support or oppose the introduction of 
parking charges. 

“The only questions put forward ask if you 
support/oppose the following: free parking 
for one hour, discounted weekly tickets, the 
guarantee of no increases until 2015. 

“Finally they ask how you support/oppose 
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the investment of surplus income from 
parking charges. 

“So, the council will, quite convincingly, be 
able to draw the conclusion from this 
questionnaire that no one is opposed to the 
introduction of parking charges, and will 
finally have their mandate.” 

Ted Coney, of Waterside, Ely, is calling for 
the questionnaire to be made fairer. 

He said: “Sometimes, living in Ely seems a 
bit like the old Soviet Union. You think you 
are in a democracy but it is just a mirage. 

“In my opinion, this document is flawed 
and should be scrapped and the consultation 
period be re-started. 

“Although the document seems perfectly 
reasonable, nowhere does it ask the 
fundamental question - do you agree that car 
parking charges should be brought into Ely 
city centre at this time? 

“Also, it never mentions what is proposed 
for Sundays and yet it is mmoured that they 
intend to impose charges then as well.

Flood barriers are in place

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Barriers installed in bid 
to halt floodwaters 



FLOOD barriers have been 
erected on a busy road to 
stop water from rushing into 
a village. 

Around 30 one-tonne sand 
bags were laid across the Welney 
road at the Old Bedford Bridge in 
Welney on Saturday. 

The Environment Agency, 
Norfolk County Council, 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
and Cambridgeshire and Norfolk 
police decided to take action to 
contain the flood water on the 
Ouse Washes. 

The route has been flooded for 
months and many drivers have 
risked travelling through the deep 
waters in a bid to avoid a lengthy 
detour. 

Flood water is currently more 
than three metres above sea level 
- with 1.44 metres of water 
standing on the Causeway road. 

Alan Daniels, operations team 
leader for the Environment Agency, 
said: “The Welney road goes over 
the Middle Level Barrier Bank on 
the west of the Ouse Washes and 


creates a low spot along this 
defence. 

“We put approximately 30 one- 
tonne sandbags across the road 
to build a temporary continuous 
defence along the barrier bank. 

“This is a planned activity 
which is triggered by water levels 
hitting a specific point. We 
haven’t needed to do this for 
some time.” 

The Welney road was last 
sandbagged in 2007, when water 
reached the level that made 
action necessary. 

It was closed by Norfolk 
County Council highways 
department on Friday, November 
23, and will remain closed until 
floodwaters have receded. 

Several motorists use the route 
to get from Welney and nearby 
villages to areas including 
Cambridge and Ely. 

On December 19, a man had to 
be rescued by firefighters after 
getting his vehicle stuck in deep 
flood water. 

Firefighters rescued the driver 
by using an inflatable sled across 


the water. 

John Chelton, watch 
commander at Wisbech fire 
station, said the man “tied up the 
resources” of the fire service by 
disobeying the road closure and is 
urging motorists to stop doing the 
same. 


He said: “This man had driven 
through a road closure sign and 
then got stuck in floodwater. 

“These incidents tie up the 
resources of the fire service and 
could very easily be avoided if 
drivers obeyed the road closures. 

“Ignoring road closures by 


driving through flood water is very 
dangerous as it is impossible to 
know how deep the water is and 
whether there are any hazards 
under the water that could leave 
you stranded.”

“If this consultation period is 
allowed to continue unchallenged, 
councillors will have managed to get 
the answers they wanted all along.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes, district council 
leader, said: “The current con¬ 
sultation aims to collect responses 
from the public regarding the 
proposed scheme of car parking 
charges which was considered by 
the development and transport 
committee earlier this month. 

“This scheme, jointly developed by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
and the City of Ely Council, aims to 
create a fair and straightforward 
system in Ely. 

“These revised proposals took into 
account all the previous responses 
made by the public in respect of 
earlier car parking proposals. 

“Our consultation allows for 
additional comments to be left if 
members of the public wish to make 
further points outside of the 
questions asked. 

“We really value what people think 
and it is really important people tell 
us what they think of the new 
scheme either online at www. 
eastcambs.gov.uk or by collecting 
copies of the consultation from 
libraries and public buildings 
throughout East Cambridgeshire.” 

Feedback obtained will then go to 
the district council’s development 
and transport committee in March, 
when a final decision will be made. 


Inspection sees rap 
for second care home 


ANOTHER care home 
has been given a formal 
warning by a health 
watchdog for failing to 
care for its residents 
properly. 

The Limes, in Church Lane, 
Littleport, has been issued 
the formal warning by the 
Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) after inspectors made 
an unannounced visit in 
November. 

The visit was arranged to 
follow up concerns which 
had been raised at a previous 
inspection but assessors 
found the home was still 
failing to meet the care and 
welfare needs of its residents. 

Inspectors discovered 
seven allegations of physical 
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abuse at the home had not 
been reported to the local 
safeguarding team. 

They also found staff had 
not received the right training 
to enable them to deliver care 
to people safely and to an 
appropriate standard. 

An action plan which was 
submitted by the service in 
August stating staff were to 
receive training in dementia 
awareness, Korsakoff’s Syn¬ 
drome, Huntington’s disease, 
Pick’s Disease, schizophrenia 
and bipolar disorder had also 
not being carried out by the 
day of the inspection. 

The CQC has issued the 


home, which provides 
accommodation for up to 22 
people who require nursing 
or personal care, with a 
formal warning. 

If improvements are not 
made, further action will be 
taken, which could see the 
home shut down. 

Andrea Gordon, deputy 
director of operations for the 
CQC, said: “The law says 
these are the standards that 
everyone should be able to 
expect. Providers have a duty 
to ensure they are compliant. 

“These warnings send a 
clear message that The Limes 
needs to address this issue or 
face further consequences. 

“Our inspectors will return 
in the near future and if we 
find that the required 


progress is not made we 
won’t hesitate to use our legal 
powers to protect the people 
who use this service.” 

The warning comes just 
weeks after Laburnum Lodge 
in Victoria Street, Littleport, 
was urged to make improve¬ 
ments by the CQC. 

Inspectors visited the 
home in October and found 
that despite staffing issues 
having been improved, the 
home was still failing to 
provide proper care and 
welfare for its users. 

It has aso been urged to 
make improvements. 

The Limes is operated by 
national firm, Making Space. 

Nobody from Making 
Space was available to 
comment.

School site planners urged to 
stop looking at leisure centre 


PLANNERS are being urged to 
stop earmarking an out-of- 
bounds area of land as the 
ideal site for a village’s new 
secondary school.

Local Plan for Littleport - something 
which has disgruntled parish 
councillors. 

Helen Merrick, a spokeswoman for 
the parish council, said: “It’s really 
irritating us now. 

“The councils keep highlighting the 
land at the leisure centre as the ideal 
site for the school but it can’t go there. 
It’s open space and cannot be 
developed. 

“We’ve been telling them this 
continuously for some time now but 
every map and every letter about the 


school that we see they keep 
highlighting this area. 

“It’s even featured in the new local 
plan for the village. 

“We’ve just written to them pointing 
this out again and we’re hoping they 
may finally get the message.” 

Education chiefs have been 
planning to provide East 
Cambridgeshire with a new secondary 
school for some time and Littleport is 
the desired location. 

The village could even get an 
extra primary school and a new 
‘community hub’ if things go 
according to plan. 

Residents and community leaders 
have been calling for a secondary 
school in the village for years, insisting 


it would deal with East 
Cambridgeshire’s increasing demand 
for school places and that there is 
space in the village for one. 

But council bosses are still looking 
at where the most suitable location 
would be. 

A spokesman for the district council 
said: “We are aware of Littleport Parish 
Council’s concerns regarding the 
location of the proposed secondary 
school. 

“To help, we are talking to the 
county council in order to resolve the 
issues before the Draft Local Plan is 
published for public consultation. 

“We will keep the parish council 
fully up to date with how the situation 
develops.” 


Family pay 
tributes to 
‘perfect son’ 

THE family of a man who died 
on Christmas Day after a car 
crash have paid tribute to “the 
perfect son”. 

Thomas Allen, 23, from 
Soham, died in hospital after 
the accident on the A14 at 
Sproughton, near Ipswich, on 
Christmas Eve. 

Mr Allen’s family said: 
“Words cannot express the loss 
and devastation we are all 
feeling.

Clubs urged to 
halt argument 


A ROW has erupted 
between two youth 
football clubs - and 
money is at the centre 
of it. 

Littleport Town FC has 
an arrangement with 
Littleport Leisure Centre 
that it can use the sports 
fields there for free, as long 
as it maintains them. 

For years, the 110-year- 
old club has spent around 
£170 each week on 
maintaining the 25 acres of 
pitches. 

Littleport Rangers FC, 
which was set up in 2009, 
also gets to use the leisure 
centre for free - but does 
not have to pay anything 
towards the maintenance 
costs. 

Insisting it is “unfair”, it 
was in fune that Littleport 
Town’s committee decided 
Littleport Rangers should 
start contributing towards 
the costs of cutting, rolling 
and airing the pitches. 

But the clubs are still 
rowing over the issue. 

The argument has 
become so heated that 
Littleport Rangers have 
since re-located to the all- 
weather facility in Little 
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Downham. 

At its meeting on 
December 17, Littleport 
Parish Council agreed the 
issue needed to be resolved 
“once and for all”. 

Helen Merrick, a 
spokeswoman for the 
parish council, said: “It is 
not down to the parish 
council to sort this out but 
it has been going on for too 
long now. 

“We agreed at the 
meeting that two of our 
members would work to 
bring both parties together 
in order for them to come 
to some sort of amicable 
agreement. 

“We all agreed this needs 
sorting once and for all.” 

Littleport Town believes 
Littleport Rangers should 
pay £50 a week towards the 
costs, but they insist that is 
too expensive and £25 is 
sufficient. 

Mike Higgins, chairman 
of Littleport Rangers, says 
the other club is “making it 
tough” for them but said he 
is keen for them to come an 
agreement. 


He said: “We know we 
need to pay our way but we 
don’t want to be 
manipulated and we feel 
£50 is too much for what 
we’d be getting. 

“We’ve met with the club 
before but we’re willing to 
meet again as we do want 
this to get sorted, and we 
certainly do want to be 
based at the leisure centre.” 

Bob Bowditch, chairman 
of Littleport Town, said: 
“We’ve sat down with 
Rangers at least three times 
and we’ve been in spitting 
distance of making an 
agreement but they keep 
changing their minds. 

“They’ve now cut off all 
ties with the centre, which 
is certainly not what we 
want. 

“We just want them to 
pay their way - it’s unfair 
that they get to use the 
facilities without having to 
pay for the maintenance of 
them. 

“We’re a club which has 
to keep ticking over, just 
like they are.” 

Andy Rutterford, 
manager of the leisure 
centre, said he was keen for 
both clubs to reach an 
agreement on the fees. 
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Owners urged to

Historic box 
in hamlet set 
for demolition 

AN historic railway signal box 
could be demolished unless it 
is saved by locals. 

The signal box in Shippea 
Hill, a hamlet just outside Ely, 
was at its peak in the 1960s 
and 70s when dozens of 
trains crossed on the line 
between Ely and Norwich. 

But over the years its use 
has dwindled. 

Back in August, Network 
Rail modernised the line by 
installing automatic barriers 
and since then the signal box 
has stood empty. 

Network Rail is now 
planning to demolish the 
facility as part of a scheme to 
abolish all underused signal 
boxes in the country. 

Local residents are being 
invited to safeguard the 
future of the signal box by 
taking over responsibility for 
its maintenance. 

A spokesman for Network 
Rail confirmed that the signal 
box was decommissioned 
and that it would be 
demolished unless someone 
or a community group came 
forward to protect it.

Lamp started 
mattress fire 

A FAMILY had a lucky 
escape after a fire broke out 
in their home in the early 
hours of Boxing Day. 

Firefighters were called to 
a house in The Wyches, 
Little Thetford, after a 
mattress caught fire in a 
bedroom at the property. 

A family member told the 
News it was a lamp which 
set the mattress alight. 

The inferno happened at 
around 2.10am. Luckily 
everybody inside the home, 
including pets, managed to 
escape uninjured. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “This 
was a mattress on fire in a 
bedroom. Firefighters 
wearing breathing 

apparatus used one hose 
reel to extinguish the fire. 

“They then ventilated the 
property. No one was 
trapped in the house or 
needed rescuing by the fire 
service. 

“The cause was 
accidental, started by 
electrical equipment.” 


SHOPKEEPERS are 
obstructing pavements 
by placing “oversized” 
advertising boards 
outside their premises. 

That’s the message from 
people in Ely who are calling 
for business owners to be 
“more considerate” when 
positioning A-boards outside 
their shop doors. 

Residents say some A- 
boards put out in the city’s 
High Street, Market Street and 
Forehilll area are so big that 
they are obstructing the 
pavement for pushchairs and 
mobility scooters. 

Lisa Tucker, of Benedict 
Street, Ely, said: “I understand 
shops want to advertise 
themselves and that A-boards 
are a great way to do that but 
the size of some of them are 
ridiculous.

“There are a few places in 
the High Street and Forehill 
where the A-boards are too big 
to the point where they’re 
actually obstructing the 
pavement. That’s not on. 

“When pushing my buggy 
down Forehill the other day I 
actually had to step into the 
road to get round the board 
and that’s dangerous. 

“Are there no rules which 
govern how big A-boards can 
be and where they should or 
shouldn’t be put out?” 

The issue has also been 
raised on the community 
website, ShapeYourPlace. 

The resident said: “Is there a 
policy for advertising A-boards 
in Ely High Street? 

“The few businesses that 


use them do so sensibly, siting 
them to avoid obstruction, 
apart from Wildwood. 

“They have a quite large 
board on the pavement 
outside during opening hours 
and while the path is wide 
it does obstruct when 
pushchairs, mobility scooters 
etc are about and particularly 
if vehicles are parked right 
against the kerb. 

“There is a large unused 
bracket for a hanging sign on 
the premises.” 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council Highways say they are 
not aware of the issue in Ely. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “We have not 
been made aware that this is a 
serious issue in Ely. 

“However, if we do receive 
any complaints we will 
investigate and take any action 
which is felt to be necessary.” 


Inquest opened into taxi 


AN inquest has been opened 
into the death of a mum-of- 
three and popular taxi driver 
who died after her car crashed 
into a ditch. 

Louise Bristow, 46, was left 
fighting for her life at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital after 
the silver Vauxhall Vivaro taxi 
she was driving crashed into a 
ditch on the A142 near 
Witchford. 


The accident happened just 
after midnight on Saturday, 
December 15. 

Louise, who worked for A10 
Taxis in Ely and lived in Yarrow 
Close, Red Lodge, died in 
hospital the next day. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, her death has devastated 
her family, including her 
partner, Steve Percy, her three 
children, who are aged 22, 20

A post mortem has confirmed 
that Louise died of a cervical 
spinal injury as the result of a 
road traffic collision. 

An inquest into her death has 
been opened and adjourned 
pending further enquiries.

District drops 
down the table 

EAST Cambridgeshire has 
slipped dramatically down a 
league table of the best 
places in the UK to live-but 
it is still in the top 50. 

Last year, East Cambs was 
rated fourth in the annual 
Halifax Quality of Life Survey. 
This year, it reached 41 st 
place. 

The report is based on 
information such as 
employment rates, crime 
levels and housing 
affordability. Broadband 
speed, traffic congestion and 
school results are also taken 
into account. 

South Cambridgeshire was 
16th in the seventh survey 
but that too was a drop on 
last year, when it was ninth, 
and the year before, when it 
was fifth. 

It was beaten by the 
Uttlesford area around 
Saffron Walden, which was 
fifth - up from 18th last year. 
The top three places to live, 
according to the survey, are 
Hart, Elmbridge and 
Tunbridge Wells, which are 
all in south-east England.

The 
various groups who had stalls 
outside and in the church raised 
money for their own funds and were 
very satisfied. Soham Town Council 
kindly donates funding for the 
fairground rides, which were free to 
every child who wanted a ride.

MP defends expenses claims

FORMER farming minister Sir Jim 
Paice has blamed “stupid” rules 
on MB’s expenses for die soaring 
cost of his claims. 

The South East Cambridgeshire 
MP had been claiming mortgage 
interest payments of £422 a 
month for a two-bedroom 
property in south London, but a 
change in the rules following the 
outcry over parliamentarians’ 
spending barred him from 
recouping this. 

However, MPs can still claim 
rent on a property, so shordy 
before the new regulations came 
into force the Conservative let his 
flat in Kennington and rented 
another one nearby for £350 a 
week. 

This meant his total annual 
claim soared from £5,069 to 
£18,200, a Sunday newspaper 
reported. 


Sir Jim, who lives in Fordham 
when he is not in London, 
confirmed it was the change in the 
rules which prompted him to 
move home, arguing he should 
not have to subsidise his own job. 

Sir Jim, who has not broken any 
rules, told the Weekly News last 
week: “The rules are stupid. I was 
very happy with the old rules and 
it cost the taxpayer considerably 
less to pay mortgage interest than 
rent. 

“It’s my money invested in that 
flat and I’m entitled to do what I 
like with it. If 1 had sold the flat 
and invested it in stocks and 
shares no-one would make a 
fuss.” 

Flats like the one Sir Jim rents 
out in London usually fetch in 
excess of £1,000 in rent each 
month. He lost his job as farming 
minister in September’s reshuffle. 


is now a matter for the committee to 
discuss with the vendor.

We receive no funding for 
the event other than for the 
fairground rides as stated above; in 
fact all the Christmas street lights 
are bought and funded through one 
local couple’s yearlong slog of 
personal fundraising. 

We are a small group of only six 


committee members who strive 
very hard to try to bring the people 
of Soham together on this one night 
and are saddened that you feel it 
was disappointing. However, you or 
anyone else from this community 
could address the situation by 
joining us and bring your own ideas 
to the table.

Five tonnes of food donated 
in support of people in need 


HOMELESS, poverty-stricken 
and financially-struggling 
residents in the Ely area didn’t 
go hungry this Christmas 
thanks to an army of 
volunteers.

CHILDREN will soon be 
safer when crossing one of 
Ely’s busiest roads thanks to 
an army of dedicated 
mums. 

Worried parents have been 
campaigning for Downham Road 
to be made safer for almost two 
years. 

Now it has been confirmed that 
a new zebra crossing will be built in 
the road, close to Ely College and 
Harlequin Childcare nursery, in 
February. 

Highways chiefs at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council agreed to 
provide £10,000 to build a crossing 
in the street, which is used by 
around 2,000 children and young 
people every day. 

Protestors were told they would 
have to raise the remaining £4,357 
needed - which, thanks to the 
Friends of the Lantern School 
(FOTLS) and their dedicated 
supporters, has now been achieved 
in just a few months. 

Abi Holgate, chairman of FOTLS, 
said: “We’re absolutely delighted to 
say that we’ve now raised the 
£4,357 needed for the crossing. 

“The crossing will be built in the 


February half-term at the first 
speed bump as you come into 
town, close to the Harlequin 
nursery. 

“This crossing is desperately 
needed, hence the support the 
campaign has received. 

“We’d like to thank every person 
and organisation who has 
supported our fundraising - 
without them all it wouldn’t have 
been possible.” 

Despite having a secondary 
school, primary school and 
children’s nursery in the area, 
Downham Road currently only has 
speed bumps to slow motorists 
down. 


It was in February 2011 that the 
campaign was initially 
spearheaded by Anna Rogers, of 
Dunstan Street. 

Anna’s daughter, Lana, who was 
4 at the time, was hit by a vehicle as 
she was crossing Downham Road. 

Thankfully she suffered only 
minor injuries. 

At the time, highways insisted 
there were sufficient school 
warning signs in Downham Road 
and that there were no major safety 
issues. 

However, thanks to the pressure 
from campaigners, the authority 
has agreed to part-fund the new 
crossing.

Builders to 
be charged 
for projects 


DEVELOPERS working on 
building projects in the Ely area 
may have to pay extra towards 
new infrastructure this year. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council is 
replacing its current Section 106 
agreements with the Community 
Infrastructure Levy (CIL). 

The move was approved by full council 
in December and will come into effect in 
February. 

It makes the district council the 11th 
authority in the country to adopt the new 
CIL. 

Under Section 106 agreements, 
developers pay towards specific 
infrastructure that is necessary to make 
their proposals acceptable in planning 
terms. 

But the CIL will see developers 
contributing towards the delivery of 
infrastructure and services in the district 
which general growth requires. 

From February, developers will be 
charged between £40 and £90 per square- 
metre for building new homes in East 
Cambridgeshire, depending on their 
location in the district, and £120 for 
building new business developments. 

Cllr fames Palmer, the council’s deputy 
leader, said the CIL will bring “real 
benefits” for all residents. 

He said: “The CIL will dramatically 
change how we can plan for the future of 
East Cambridgeshire.

“Developers will know how much 
money they will need to pay to build in an 
area without having to get into long and 
complex discussions. 

“This means we will have a clear idea of 
the money we can use to deliver the major 
infrastructure which our growing district 
needs. 

“This is a very exciting time and one 
which will bring real benefits for us all.” 

The charging schedule for CIL 
contributions was given the green light last 
month by a Government examiner. 

Although praised by local authorities, 
the CIL has been slammed by house 
building bosses recently who insist it is in 
danger of stifling rather than encouraging 
more homes to be built. 

Speaking at a seminar in Cambridge in 
September, Liz Peace, chief executive of 
the British Properly Federation, said: “CIL 
is probably one of the most worrying 
aspects of development today 

“The Government wants to kick-start 
construction and building but CIL has the 
potential to actually stop development. 

“It is an overly complex system with 
limited flexibility and, with hard economic 
trading conditions, CIL tariffs are in danger 
of being set too high, making development 
un viable.”

Caravan park 
expansion falls 


A MOBILE home 
park in Witchford 
cannot be expanded, 
a planning inspector 
has ruled. 

Matthew Webb, owner 
of the Cathedral View 
Mobile Home Park in 
Manor Road, applied for 
planning permission to 
expand the park by up to 
16 new mobile homes in 
January. 

The proposals involved 
increasing the size of the 
site by around 50 per cent. 

His plans were rejected 
by planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council in May and in July 
as they said the 
development would 
encroach on the 
surrounding countryside. 

Mr Webb then lodged an 
appeal with the Planning 
Inspectorate in July. 

Following a visit to the 
site in November, 
planning inspector Terry

Phillimore has now 
decided to dismiss the 
appeal, meaning Mr Webb 
will not be allowed to 
expand the facility. 

In his report, he said: 
“The site lies adjacent to 
the existing Cathedral 
View mobile home site. 

“This is located outside 
the development envelope 
of Witchford and is in 
countryside where 
development is strictly 
controlled.” 

Mr Phillimore said he 
took into account the 
“potential benefits of 
bringing the site into use” 
and the “absence of 
objections” in relation to 
the proposals. 

But he said: “None of 
these factors outweigh the 
conflict that I find with the 
development plan which 
leads to my conclusion. 

“I conclude that the 


appeal should be 
dismissed.” 

In his application to the 
council, Mr Webb said the 
extra mobile homes, to 
add to the 33 already in 
place, would constitute 
low-cost affordable 
housing at a time when 
house building in the 
district was stagnant. 

Giles Hughes, head of 
planning at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “This site 
lies in the countryside 
outside the designated 
settlement boundary for 
Witchford where reside¬ 
ntial development is 
strictly controlled, subject 
to a number of exceptions, 
including affordable 
housing. 

“The application pro¬ 
vided no information 
about how the proposed 
housing was to be 
provided at a cost below 
market rates, or to remain 
at an affordable cost for 
future households.”

JANUARY 

BOSSES at Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital announced they were 
closing the hospital’s main reception 
area in a bid to cut costs, sparking 
fears that patients would be unable to 
find their way around the building. 

Balaclava-clad thugs held a shop 
worker at McColl’s grocery store in 
Littleport at knife-point before 
stealing thousands of pounds from 
a safe. 

German supermarket chain Lidl 
launched new plans to build a store 
in Angel Drove, Ely. 

A pilot from Kent was killed when 
the aircraft he was flying exploded 
and fell to the ground at the former 
airfield in Witchford. 

Budget supermarket Aldi was 
forced to re-apply for planning 
permission to build a store in Ely’s 
Lisle Lane after its planning consent 
terms with East Cambridgeshire 
District Council ran out. 

Planners at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council approved plans to 
convert Sanctuary Housing’s 
offices in St Marys Street, Ely, into 
a 22-suite hotel. 

Police confirmed that the murder 
of Chittering pensioner Llewlyn 
Thomas in December was a botched 
burglary. 

Tributes were paid to 32-year-old 
man from Surrey who was killed in 
a motorcycle accident at Mepal 
Motopark. 

A joint police and RSPCA 
investigation was launched after three 
puppies were poisoned at a home in 
Littleport. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
pressed ahead with plans to build a 
new southern bypass in Ely, despite 
fears it could affect the views of Ely 
Cathedral. 

Highways chiefs scrapped plans 
to slash the speed limit on the A10 
between Cambridge and Ely after 
they were branded “overkill”. 

FEBRUARY 

MPs launched a campaign for 
major upgrades to the Ely North 
Junction in Queen Adelaide. 

Thieves stripped thousands of 
pounds worth of lead from the roof of 
the Old Bishop’s Palace in Ely. 

Angry residents called for staff at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council to be forced to pay to park 
in the city. 

Tributes were paid to traditional eel 
catcher and popular Ely man Sid 
Merry, who died aged 80. 

The roundabout at Thistle Corner 
in Ely was finally opened more than 
five years after it was built. 

A campaign urging social 
networking site Facebookto list Ely 
as being in Cambridgeshire rather 
than Norfolk paid off after being 
joined by more than 2,300 people. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service announced Ely and Soham 
could be left with just one fire 
engine each under major plans to 
save £4.2 million. 

Supermarket giant Sainsbury’s 
opened its doors in Lisle Lane, Ely. 

It was announced that a food bank 
could be opened in Ely to help poor 
and poverty-stricken families in the 
area. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council ignored a 12,000-strong 
petition and pressed ahead with 
introducing car parking charges in 
Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire District 


Council decided to increase 
council tax by 3 per cent. 

MARCH 

Emotional pleas from residents and 
traders paid off when contentious 
plans to bring car parking charges 
to Ely were put on hold. 

It was revealed that major cinema 
company Cineworld was in 
discussion with councillors about 
coming to Ely. 

A brothel was discovered in a 
property in St Marys Street, Ely. 

Travellers moved onto land at 
Littleport Leisure Centre and refused 
to budge for around a month. 

German supermarket giant Aldi 
was granted planning permission to 
build a store in Lisle Lane, Ely. 

Ben Edwards, 26, from Soham 
was jailed for four years for causing 
the death of a couple in a car 
accident on the A142 Fordham 
Bypass in 2007. 

The Ely Cycling Campaign was 
launched in Ely in a bid to make the 
city more cyclist friendly. 

Ely College announced multi¬ 
million pound plans to revamp the 
school as part of a major 10-year 
redevelopment scheme. 

Three of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s members were 
banned from sitting on any of the 
authority’s committees after they 
opposed contentious plans to 
introduce car parking charges in 
Ely. 

APRIL 

Residents were moved out of the 
Littleport Grange care home after 
major concerns over its standards 
were raised. 

The Ely Crossing Action 
campaign group was launched 
urging council chiefs to consider 
alternatives to building a 
southern bypass in Ely. 

Ely was crowned as the best 
rural area to live after it scooped 
poll position in a national survey. 

Ambitious plans to build a new 
supermarket and petrol station in 
The Shade area of Soham were 
formally submitted. 

Ely rugby player Allan Turpie had 
his life saved by his team mates 
after he had a heart attack and 
collapsed on the pitch. 

Plans to expand the size of 
Budgens supermarket in Soham 
by 50 per cent were approved. 

Bosses at Ely Cathedral were 
accused of “squandering” money 
by “lavishly” refurbishing a home 
for the new Dean of Ely. 

The Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds (RSPB) was 
accused of deliberately over¬ 
flooding the Ouse Washes. 


Illegal immigrants were found 
working at The Sutton Tandoori 
restaurant in High Street, Sutton, 
following a raid by the UK Border 
Agency. 

MAY 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire’s Liberal 
Democrats, resigned from the 
party and became an 
Independent councillor, saying 
the Lib Dems were backing unfair 
policies in the coalition 
Government. 

New rules were introduced 
meaning drunken louts banned 
from pubs in Ely and Littleport can 
now be stopped from entering 
watering holes in Cambridge too. 

Worried motorists called for a 
roundabout to be built at the 
junction with Back Hill and Broad 
Street in Ely, saying it is a “safety 
hazard”. 

Parents with pupils at Ely 
College were furious after it was 
revealed the school has a network 
of more than 100 CCTV cameras. 

Ely St Marys Junior School 
was given the go-ahead to 
undergo a £1.2 million expansion 
to cater for the city’s ever¬ 
growing primary place shortage. 

Six people were arrested in 
connection with the murder of 
Chittering pensioner Llywelyn 


Thomas. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
became embroiled in the debate 
over plans to build a new 
supermarket at The Shade in 
Soham, saying it could destroy 
the town centre. 

A campaign was launched to 
help disabled Littleport man Adam 
King raise more than £16,000 to 
buy a machine to help improve his 
quality of life. 

JUNE 

A public consultation was 
launched asking people where 
they would like to see a new 
cinema built in Ely. 

Red, white and blue were the 
colours as the East 
Cambridgeshire community went 
all out to celebrate the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee. 

Kane Hawkes, a student at the 
Harbour School in Wilburton, 
saved his neighbour, Ashley 
Corbett’s, life by pulling him from 
a smoke-filled bungalow. 

Vital documents which dictate 
how Ely’s derelict magistrates’ 
court could be used in the future 
were finally produced - almost 12 
months late. 

Contentious plans to build 96 
new homes off Fordham Road, 
Soham, were given the green 
light. 

Old Eleans, former pupils at 
King’s Ely, spoke of their anger 
after discovering around £100,000 
was being spent on re-branding 
the school, including modernising 
its logo. 

Soham Cllr Sara Cliff resigned 
as a county councillor after being 
paid £23,000 in allowances to 
attend just 19 out of 52 council 
meetings. 

Community-spirited Ely 
councillor Sheila Friend-Smith 
received an MBE from the Queen. 

It was revealed that people 
caught feeding ducks outside a 
designated area in Ely could be 
fined up to £2,500 by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council.

JULY 

John Smith, of Cophall Farm, Little 
Downham, and his two sons were 
ordered to forfeit more than 
£150,000 after they made more 
than £1 million by selling scrap 
metal on an illegal site. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council was forced to fork out on 
more than £93,000 to repair 
ceilings that collapsed at its 
headquarters. 

It was announced that almost £4 
million of EU funding would be put 
towards upgrading the Ely North 
Junction in Queen Adelaide. 

Community-spirited residents 
from across the Ely area shone 
as they got the chance to carry 
the Olympic torch at venues 
across the country. 

Rail chiefs pledged to close 
hundreds of rural level crossings 
after a man died when his car was 
hit by a train at Pleasants level 
crossing near Littleport. 

An ex-mayor of Ely, Cllr 
Richard Hobbs, came under fire 
after joking that Ely’s 
controversial Canada geese 
should be killed and eaten at 
Christmas. 

Residents made fresh calls for 
the shops and offices on Ely’s 
Market Place to be refurbished - or 
bulldozed down. 

Plans to build a new primary 
school in Soham were deferred 
over fears families may not have 
been able to access it safely. 

Organisers of the annual 
Littleport Show were forced to 
cancel the popular event due to 
long periods of heavy rain. 

AUGUST 

It was revealed that 
homelessness had become such 
an issue that more than £37,000 
of taxpayers’ money was being 
spent on putting homeless 
families from the Ely area up in 
bed and breakfasts each month. 

Angry market traders accused 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council of trying to kill off Ely’s 
traditional markets. 

Controversial plans to build 
two new showmen’s yards in 
Wilburton were refused. 

Singing sensation Craig David 
made the dreams of newlywed 
couple Theo Coyne and Lisa 
Potter-Dixon come true by 
travelling from Los Angeles to the 
UK to perform at their wedding in 
Witchford. 

There was anger in Soham 
after a pregnant mare and her 
unborn foal were killed when they 
were hit by a speeding motorist 
travelling across one of the 
town’s commons. 

Angry residents said their lives 
were being made a misery by the 


development of the new Aldi store 
near their homes in Lisle Lane. 

A campaign launched to 
provide disabled Littleport man 
Adam King with a new machine 
to help improve his quality of life 
achieved its aim thanks to kind- 
heart locals. 

Cheers filled the skies of Ely as 
the city welcomed the Paralympic 
flame. 

SEPTEMBER 
Multi-million pound plans to 
regenerate the area around Ely 
railway station gathered pace 
and a public consultation was 
launched to give people the 
chance to have their say. 

It was announced that Mepal 
Outdoor Centre was at risk of 
closing due to a lack of funds. 

Plans to build a new 
Cambridge University boathouse 
on the River Great Ouse in Ely 
were revealed. 

Customers at Tesco in Ely spoke 
of their anger after spotting rats in 
the store’s car park. 

Plans to build a 20 megawatts 
solar farm in Stretham were 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The Old Palace in Ely was re¬ 
opened as King’s Ely’s new sixth- 
form centre and boarding house 
after a multi-million pound revamp. 

The Environment Agency 
admitted breaching health and 
safety laws which led the death 
of crane driver, Simon Wenn, in 
December 2010. 

The route for Ely’s £31 million 
southern bypass was approved by 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet despite warnings it would 
destroy views of the cathedral. 

A wallaby gave residents and 
police the run around in Soham 
after it escaped from its 
enclosure and was spotted 
hopping along the town’s High 
Street. 

A major fire broke out in the roof 
of Littleport Grange nursing home 


in Littleport. 

OCTOBER 

Mepal Outdoor Centre was saved 
from closure thanks to Littleport- 
based charity, Cambridgeshire 
ACRE, which teamed up with the 
management committee and 
trustees to safeguard its future. 

Health and safety bosses at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
threatened to force Ely’s hanging 
baskets to be banned from being 
attached to street lights in the city, 
in case they fell and injured 
someone. 

Boat owners spoke of their 
anger after being asked to 
permanently vacate the Fish and 
Duck Marina in Little Thetford in 
order for it to be refurbished. 

Local vet David Scott’s court 
fight to stop his estranged wife, 
Catherine, from setting up a rival 
practice in Witchford ended in 
defeat. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council announced it had applied 
for £5 million of Government 
funding to improve the district’s 
poor recycling rates. 

Burger King opened its doors in 
Ely. 

Adjusted plans to build a new 
primary school off The Shade in 
Soham were given the go-ahead 
by planners. 

Ofsted slammed Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s child protection 
arrangements as “inadequate”, 
saying vulnerable children in the 
county are exposed to 
unacceptable levels of risk.

Horticulture through the ages 



DIGGING IN: Garden design has evolved over the decades due to 
climate and lifestyle changes, says Roger Platts.

T HE world’s top garden 
designers will be 
celebrating 100 years of 
the RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
in 2013 with a mixture of old 
and new, demonstrating the 
glories of the past and the 
gardens of the future. 

Award-winning Chelsea stalwart 
Roger Platts, who is designing the M&G 
show garden, Windows Through Time, 
is aiming to capture the design trends 
and themes of RHS Chelsea Flower 
Shows past and present, showing how 
British garden design has evolved while 
reflecting many recurring themes that 
have stood the test of time. 

“I believe that the three major reasons 
driving the development in garden 
design are ever-changing architecture, 
climate change and lifestyle changes,” 
says Platts. 

“Extremes of weather have tended to 
kill off some new trends in planting in 
recent years. It is not long since we were 
being encouraged to plant drought- 


tolerant varieties, only to find them 
frosted or rotted in cold, wet winters. 

“It only takes a couple of years of 
extreme weather in close succession to 


remove gardeners’ confidence in certain 
plants. 

“I have always enjoyed growing a 
wide range of silver-leaved plants but 


living on heavy soil and having wetter 
weather, I am reluctant to risk some of 
these. 

“For the average gardener it will 
always be best to grow plants tolerant of 
a wide range of conditions. For the 
enthusiast they will always be trying to 
push the boundaries.” 

Low maintenance and the need for 
neatness will always be a factor in 
gardens for the future, he predicts, 
especially in urban environments. 

“The terms ‘disease free’ and ‘easy to 
grow’ and ‘uncomplicated’ is as much as 
I can predict for future gardens. It is 
impossible to know what other factors 
will dictate how gardens will look in the 
future.” 

So, how much have our gardens 
changed in the last century? 

■ Plant pots - in 1913 pots would have 
been made from clay. This then 
developed to plastic with a recent trend 
towards biodegradable materials. 

■ Glasshouses - then heating and 
propagation for glasshouses and 
growing frames relied on solid fuel and 
manure. Nowadays, electricity and bio 
fuels are used. 

■ Fertilisers - 100 years ago most 
fertiliser was organic. Over the years 
chemicals were developed for use in 
fertilising. There is now a trend to 
returning to organic fertilisers. 

■ Garden construction materials - then 
natural timber, stone, clay and iron and 
aggregates were mainly used. These 
would generally have been locally 
sourced. In 2013 we use a very similar 
range of materials with a few additions, 


such as plastics, concrete, stainless steel 
(invented in 1913) and imported 
materials such as Indian sandstone. 

■ Plants - varieties we grew in 1913 are 
similar to what we grow now but with a 
wider range today due to sophisticated 
plant breeding and selection methods. A 
century ago most were raised in the 
ground after propagation, being ‘lined 
out’ in the field as young plants, hence 
the term ‘liners’, which is still used in 
the nursery trade for young plants prior 
to final potting. 

■ Lawn mowers - were in their infancy 
100 years ago. Technology has resulted 
in garden machinery becoming more 
widely affordable. The basic principles 
of cutting grass using a cylinder mower 
have changed little over the century. 
Plastics, battery-powered strimmers and 
the rotary mower mean that small areas 
of grass are easier to maintain 
nowadays. Robotic mowers may be the 
way forward for lazy gardeners. 

■ Today we grow our own food at home 
more as a hobby than a necessity, 
whereas 100 years ago before 
supermarkets, refrigerators and fast 
transport, food was grown as a basic 
need. 

Platts’ 2013 Chelsea garden will 
embrace both new and traditional 
garden features, from modern sculpture 
to planting, threaded with historical 
shrubs popular in the 1900s. 

His flair for planting will be apparent 
throughout the garden, from wild 
grasses and meadow flowers to cottage 
roses and nodding foxgloves.
